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Cable Subscribers Angry as Fees Rise; 
Action Violates Franchise Agreement

Angry cable television sub¬ 
scribers in Greenbelt and 
elsewhere in the county are 
questioning the recent action 
of Storer Cable Communica¬ 
tions and Metrovision to 
raise rates. Storer holds the 
franchise in the northern 
part of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, while Metrovision pro¬ 
vides service in the southern 
portion. The city is now re¬ 
viewing Storer's increases in 
rates and other services to 
determine if there are vio¬ 
lation’s of the city franchise 
to which the city can take 
action. Similarly, the coun¬ 
ty is concerned and is look¬ 
ing into possible action. 

At the time the Greenhel't City 
Council awaixied the franchise to 
Storer on January 14, 1982 a con- 
tractural agreement existed that 
Storer would notify the city in 
advance of any rate increase and 



The franchise further guaran¬ 
teed that Storer would not in¬ 
crease its rate for four years 
from the date of the first service 


and for not less than two years 
for all subscribers. 

In a recent letter to subscrib¬ 
ers, explaining the increase, 
which will go into effect October 
1, Storer noted, ‘'Our operating 
costs and the cost to purchase 
the programming we provide to 
our subscribers have risen dra¬ 
matically.*^ However, no mention 
was made in the letter of what 
appears to be a major reason for 
the rate increase - the recent June 
18, 1984 decision by the United 
States Supreme Court and rul¬ 
ings by the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission in November 
1983 and July 25, 1984. 

In commenting on these deci¬ 
sions, Warren C. Zwicky, vice 
president and Washington Coun¬ 
sel for Storer Communications 
Inc. wix>te, “The net effect of 
these rulings is that the FCC has 
validly preempted all local regu¬ 
lation of non^basic services and 
rates. Despite any franchise 
provisions to the contrary, local 
franchisors are preempted from 
regulating non-basic services and 
nvay not prevent cable operators 
from raisinjg non-basic ra^s, 
changing non-basic services or 
rearranging tiers of service.*’ 

According to a spokesperson for 
the County Cable Commission, 
“The FCC has ruled that the com¬ 


An Open Letter on Cable TV 
Rate increases 

On January 14, 1982, Storer Cable Communications entered 
into a franchise agreement with the city, which it actively sought, 
in which it agreed to notify the city in advance and seek city ap¬ 
proval of rate increases. It further guaranteed that it would-pot in¬ 
crease its rate for four years from date of first service and for 
not less than two years for all subscribers. 

Subsequently, U. S. Supreme Court decisions and rulings of 
the Federal Communication Commission (FCC) have pre-empted 
the city’s right to regulate rates charged by a franchised cable 
television entreprise except for the rates charged for its basic 
service. Accordingly, Storer has advised its Greenbelt customers 
that it will increase its rates for its most frequently subscribed 
service by 58 Vr, and has not sought the city’s approval. 

Most customers are not aware that Storer must offer a basic 
service for which there is no monthly subscriber fee charged al 
present. The basic service offers all stations which must be car¬ 
ried as required by the PCC including all local area television 
stations and designated public access channels. Extra cost movie 
channels or distant stations are not offered as part of the basic 
service. 

The city has been actively following the status of the federal 
legislation to define the authority of local governments in regu¬ 
lating cable TV. After extensive negotiation a compromise bill 
known as HR-4103 w^as agreed to by the National League of Cities 
(NLC). and the cable TV industry. However, the cable TV in¬ 
dustry withdrew its support after the favorable court and FCC 
rulings. The bill, however, is still pending before Congress. 

The NLC also is seeking court review of the recent FCC de¬ 
cision. 

The city is reviewing the actions of Storer to determine if 
there are violations of the city franchise agreement which it can 
enforce. In the event that the city cannot take action, cable sub¬ 
scribers are advised that actions which can be taken other than 
paying the increased rates are available to them: 

1. Cancelling service. 

2. Downgrading service to the basic service. 

3. Writing your Congressman and Senators concerning 
the regulation of the cable TV industry and the po¬ 
sition they should take on the passage of HR~4103.

petitive marketplace, rather than 
local government, be allowed to 
determine the proper level of sub¬ 
scription rates and program line¬ 
up offered by the system opera¬ 
tor,” 

The only channels that will be 
subject to local rate regulation 
are those in the Basic service tier 
(formerly Universal), which con¬ 
tains all local broadcast channels 
that the FCC required to be car¬ 
ried - VHF and UHF - and the 
local access channels. 

Changes 

The present Universal Service, 
for which there is no monthly 
charge, will be called the Basic 
Service. This will continue to be 
a free service providing all of 
the local television channels plus 
the access and local origination 
channels. It will be available to 
everyone. 

The present Basic Service, will 
be called the Satellite Service, so- 
called because the additional chan¬ 
nels are brought in by satellite. 
The monthly charge has been in¬ 
creased 58% from $6.95 to $10.95 
and will provide all the other non- 
p^^y. sat-. 

ellHe servic^. 

In addition to raising the rate 
for the Satellite service. Storer 
changed rates for ancillary ser¬ 
vices. Additional outlets have 
been raised from $2.92 to $4.75, 
mitial installation from $14.95 to 
^21.95, additional trips charge 
frAyn 5^9 95 to $14.95, change of 
sorv’pe from no charge to $10 
f'nd remote control from no 
charge to $3.00. Duplicate pay 
channels for multi-sets in the 
home have been reduced from 
$3.50 to $3.00. 

Council Meeting 

Winfield Kelly, vice president 
of Storer, was present at Mon¬ 
day night’s council meeting to 
answer questions. He acknowl¬ 
edged that Storer is indeed ig¬ 
noring contract guarantees it 
made at the time a franchise was 
successfully sought from the city. 
“1 won’t tell you it’s good busi¬ 
ness,” said Kelly; “it’s an eco¬ 
nomic necessity.” He painted an 
industry-wide picture of serious 
problems, and told of more ex¬ 
treme losses in other cities. Stor¬ 
er, he saiid, had found itself in 
“untenable circumstances because 
we did not anticipate cost in¬ 
creases in installaition and pro- 
gramming. A year ago,” recalled 
Kelly, on his advice, Storer “de¬ 
cided to go ahead and build the 
system as promised, but (we) 
would get a rate increase to sup¬ 
port it.” 

“Very unfair,” Greenbelt cable 
subscriber Eunice Coxon said of 
the increase. She has had cable 
service for only a few months. 

“Anarchy,” charged A1 Her- 
ling of the wholesale renigging 
on contracts which he considers 
to be sacred. “I am non-plussed 
by the 58% rate increase , . . 
They only deregulated where the 
consumer might benefit.” 

City council members and staff 
asked the pertinent questions: 
Can the increase be stopped ? Will

The boys who have reached the 
third grade or eignt years cf 
age are eligible to join Cub 
Scouts. This is a uniformed 
scouting program that has an 
organized group program with 
adult leadership. Pack 202 is a 
very active organization whose 
activities are many and varied. 
Some of the adult leadei'ship will 
be glad to discuss their program 
with both parents and sons. 

Those boys who have completed 
the fifth grade or have reached 
the age of eleven are qualified to 
join the Boy Scouts. It is not 
necessary that the boy has pre¬ 
viously belonged to the preceding 
organizations. The Boy Scouts are 
a uniformed and organized unit 
of boys who are self governed but 
have close adult supervision. The 
Boy Scout objective Fs to mold 
boys into self-sufficient and re¬ 
sponsible adults. Their activities 
are oriented toward outdoor liv¬ 
ing with further concentrations 
on citizenship and respect for 
authority. Seventy-five years of 
history proves a successful pro¬ 
gram. Tliis year is the diamond 
jubilee of the Boy Scouts. 

the guarantees and contracts be 
honored? Kelly’s answers, as ex¬ 
pected, were “no.” Only on one 
point did he promise to go back 
to Storer for an an.swer. Coun¬ 
cilman Ed Putens pointedly sug¬ 
gested that a sizeable number of 
subscribers, faced with such a 
large increase, would either give 
up the service altogether or opt 
for the Basic Service — in either 
case, Storer would receive noth¬ 
ing. Putens recommended a gra¬ 
dual or staged increase. Kelly 
promised consideration of the 
idea. 

City solicitor Emmett Nanna 
reported talking with PCC offic¬ 
ials, who confirmed the points in 
Zwicky’s letter. The "primary 
thrust of court and PCC hold¬ 
ings,” said Nanna, “are that any 
contracts at the county, state or 
local level, where they extend 
beyond the Basic Ser\dce are ‘ul¬ 
tra vires.’ ” In other words, the 
federal government has pre-emp¬ 
ted that field and has said, “Let 
the law of the market place set 
the rates,” he explained. In ef¬ 
fect the FCC is saying that “ca¬ 
ble is a luxuiy,” said Nanna. 
“If you can’t afford it, don’t buy 
it.” 

Giese agreed that resorting 
now to the courts on the basis of 
broken promises is “not expected 
to bear any fruit. The court and 
FCC have pulled the contracts 
out from under us.”
